-A STATISTICAL ANALYSIS CF THE DIPLOMACY : 
-eOUlffRIES By Eric Verheiden 

For all the work that has gone into 
compiling statistics on g-ame results by the 
successive custodians of the Boardman numbers 
(currently Conrad von Metzke), little has 
been done in the way of analysis of the 5 
statistics. In the main, these statistics 
have been used by the keepers of the various 
ratings systems and thus have been of x little <■ 
use to - Diplomacy players in general, Hope-* 
fully what follows will begin to remedy that 
situation somewhat. 
My analysis was done on. 1«>2 games, consis- 
ting of all those published in Conrad von 
Metzke' s Everything since November, 1972 
(issue #37^ As such, the analysis reflects f 
recent trends more than general results over 
the entire history, of the hobby. 

What I was concerned with mainly was the 
final standings in terms of supply. centers 
and in particular what statistical relation- *";- 
ships existed between the totals for the 
different countries. What I came up with was 
the partial correlation matrix printed below.*

The numbers across the top represent correlation in hundredths between the listed 
countries, at the left and the initialled countries in the body of the table. 

Assuming for a moment that the higher the correlation between two countries, the more 
likely they are to expand independently of one another and conversely, the lower the corre- 
lation, the more likely that one will expand only at the other's expense, the above table 
might be used to determine which countries might be called naturally friendly, neutral and 
naturally hostile toward a given country. , 

Rather arbitrarily taking -.10 to -.20/ as the neutral range, with -.10 and up as naturally 
friendly and -.20 and down as naturally hostile, we see for instance that all the western 
countries are naturally friendly to Turkey while all three of Turkey* s eastern neighbors are 
naturally hostile. This tends to reflect .experience, in that Turkey has a distressing ten- 
dency to either be smashed by Its .neighbors in the first few game years or to survive and - 
eventually expand all over the^ eastern half of the board. Turkish incursions into the west, 
by virtue of distance considerations, tend to be minimal on the other hand. 

Finally, it might be of interest to lock at the distribution of the supply center totals 
for the various countries,. 
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This may be updated eventually, dependiing on access to more game results and continued 
access to the all-important computer which did all the work, #end#
